oni shows that in the year ended September 

30th, 1 857, ^ compared with the preceding year, the number 
of cases in which domiciliary Medical Attendance was afforded 
was increased in each of the Provinces of Ireland ; the in- 
mease for the whole of Ireland amounting to 8.057 cases 
pe increase in the number of cases attended at the patients' 
homes, occurred principally in Munster, amounting in that 
Province to 4,364 cases. Comparing the same rears in res- 
pect to cases relieved at the Dispensaries, there"is an incon- 
siderable decrease in the numbers for Ulster and Munster 
which IS more than counterbalanced bv the increase in the 
two other Provinces. The total numbe'r of cases reheved in 
the year was 754,643. 



detail of the relief afforded in each Dispensarv 
District for the year ended September 30th, 1857, will be 
found m Appendix 13, Table No. 2. 

e.xpenditure incurred under 
the Medical Chanties Act in each Province, and for all Ire- 
land for the five years ended the 29th September, 1857, the 
latest pnod to which the half-yearly accounts have been 
audited. I ho inconsiderable variations in the amounts of 
expenditure, both for the separate Provinces and for Ireland, 
this year compared with the preceding, is as hitherto remark- 
atiJe. A small increase of eirpenditure for Ulster and Mun- 
^r, nearly counterbalanced by a diminution in the other 
1 rovinces, gives a total exceeding that for 1856, by the small 
sum of £224. •'

MedicM Charities Act came into operation, we required from 
the Dispensary Medical Officers monthly returns of the num 
her of cases attended by them, the diseases being arranged 
mder certam specffied heads. In the General Order, daW 
December 16th, 1853, containing the Dispensary Begula- 
tions nowin force, the number of cases attended in each 
quarter only were required, the diseases not being specified, 
except in the event of any disease becoming tmusuaUy prev- 
alent in a District, in which case the name of the disease 
and the number of cases registered during the quarter were 
required to be entered in the return. £i the Autumn of 
1856, having become aware that Scarlatina and Small-pox 
were unusually prevalent in many Dispensary Districts, we 
addressed a circular to the Dispensary Medical Officers, 
requesting that in the event of the occurrence of cases of any 
Mngerous contagions disease in their Districts in such num- 
bers as to jMtify an apprehension that it was likely to become 
epidemic, they would report the facts to ns in a special com- 
mumcation, for the purpose of enabling us, without delay, 
to caU upon the Guardians to adopt such measures as might 
be nec^ry to prevent or check the spread of the disease. 

11. irtformation thus ac(][tiired 5 though highly valuable 
for the imrnediate object on account of which it was sought, 
n furnished from those Districts only in which one or 
both of the two diseases epidemically prevalent in the country 
were actually rife, we became desirous of having returns 
resp^tog them, and typhus fever also, from all the Dispen- 
sary Dmtncts, by which we might more safely conclude, so 
tar as the consideration of the Dispensary cases would enable 
us to do so, as to the actual condition, at any time, of these 
di^ase^ Atthe period therefore for makingthefiirstquarterly 
return for 1851, we issued a circular* to the Dispensary 
Medical Officers, requesting that they would, tiU notice to 
the conteary, state in each quarterly return, the number of 
cas^ of typh^ or typhoid fever, scarlatina, or small-pox, 
regmtered during the quarter, distinguishing the number for 
each month, and giving the date of the last case ; thus fur-

nishing information from which we might safdy draw an 
inference in respect to the condition of each disease, whether 
stationary, increasing, or declining. 

12. In the following table we give the numbers of cases 
in which Vaccination was performed by the Dispensary Med- 
ical Officers in each of the last five years, ended September 
30th.

13. In every one of our Medical Charities Reports, including 
that of last year, notwithstanding that we had to record a 
large increase in the number of Vaccinations performed at 
the Dispensaries in the course of that year, we have given 
strono- expression to our dissatisfaction at the manner in 
which the Vaccination of the poor has been carried oat under 
the Medical Charities Act, and to our apprehensions as to 
the result which might reasonably he expected to_ be, sooner 
or later, the consequence of such inefficient Vaccination. 

14. The alarming, though not unanticipated,_diminution 
in the numbers vaccinated last year compared with the pre- 
ceding one as shown in the above table, imposes on ns the 
necessity of again calling attention to this most important 
subject, with a view to the procuring of some legislative re- 
medy for a state of things so fraught with danger. . . 

15. We beheve that the failure of which we complain is in 
no degree attributable to want of zeal on the part of Gimr- 
dians. Managing Comrmttees of Dispensaries, or their Medical 
Officers, whom we have always found willingly to co-operate 
with us in our endeavours to give fnU effect to the provisions 
of the existing law, but that the failure is owing to apathy on 
the part of the poor, and the unfortunate prejudice strongly 
and extensively prevailing amongst them in favour of inocu- 
lation with SmaU-pox, as a presepative against the natural 

disease, in preference to Vaccination. _ , j

It IS certain that among the population above the a^o 
of one year there IS a very large number who have nem 
been vaccinated. Of the very great number of the unvacd 
nated we have not data to enable^us to venture to estimate 
the proportion who have acqmred probable immunity for the 
future against Small-pox, either by having contracted the 
disease naturally, or having had it communicated to them bv 
inoculation. There is reason to believe that the nnmter of 
those protected by inoculation is diminishing, for of late 
years the Boards of Guardians, Dispeiisarv Committees and 
Medical Officers, and the Constabulary, have vei“ g ne^ 
exerted themselves, with much more activity than form?!? 
ter the detection and prosecution of itinerant inocnlators- 
and It may be presumed that, with the increased daneer of 
punishment, their pernicious trade has been less freelv ear 
ned on. 

18. It may at all events be safely asserted that the number 
ot persons in the country altogether unprotected from the

23. In the concluding paragraph of the part of onr last 
Medical Charities Keport in which this topic is discui^M, we 
have said “further wc tliink it may be confidently anticipated 
that the dechne of Small-pox will be followed by a return of 
apathy with respect to Vaccination, and a falling ofif in the 
numbers vaccinated. These considerations, we think, foDy 
justify the anxious desire we experience to see such_ legis- 
lative measures adopted as we have recommended in the 
16th paragraph of our last Medical Charities Report, or such 
others including the Registration of Births and Deaths, asmay 
seem to the wisdom of Parliament best calculated to protect 
the people of this kingdom from the consequences of neglect 
and prejudice in regard to Small-pox.’’ V\ hat has occurred 
since this was written has greatly strengthened our an»ety 
to impress on your Excellency the necessity of providing 
some legislative remedy for the inefficiency of the present 
system of Vaccination. 

24 Durino' the past Summer and Autumn, some cases ot 
Cholera were reported to us by the Dispensary Medical 
Ofiicers, in a few of which the symptoms so closely re^moled 
those of Asiatic Cholera that, if the cases had occurred durmg 
the prevalence of that disease, they would, without hmta- 
tion, have been put down as belonging to the Amtic type. 
The mortality in these cases, however, was far below that of 
the genuine disease, one of the most constant characters ot 
which is its great mortality on its first invaaon in a new 
locality, amounting to considerably more than half the

29. This table shows that Scarlatina declined greatly in 
the course of 1857— from 2,459 cases, registered for the 
Slst, to 618, a fourth of the former 
n^ber, for the last quarter of the year. It will be 
observed also that the decline has been very nnifnrm 

^OMai^ht fluctuations in Ulster and 

+hf nearly uniform, decline appears from 

nr, taken place with respect to Small-pox in 

course of 1857. We do not doubt that the indication of 
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the returns in this respect is correct, but the numbers of 
cases returned by the Dispensary Medical OflScers asattended 
by them, should not be received as furnishing even an ap- 
proximation to the truth as to the actual number of cases of 
the disease that have occurred in the country in each quarter. 
The vast majority of those cases were caused by the inocu- 
lators, either directly, by inoculation, or indirectly, the dis- 
ease being contracted by persons hable to suffer from expo- 
sure through contagion from cases produced by inoculation. 
In nearly all such cases, the poor instead of seeking the ser- 
vices of the Dispensary Medical Officera, studiously conceal 
from them the fact of the existence of the disease. 

31. With respect to Fever, it appears that the number of 
cases registered at the Dispensaries has fallen in each pro- 
vince since the 30th of June last : the total number of cases 
for the quarter ended on that day being 3,224, and for the 
last quarter of 1857 being only 1,255. 

32. The returns from the Workhouse Fever Hospitals in 
the year 1857, show a considerable reduction of the number 
of Fever patients admitted into those institutions during that 
year, in comparison with the number of those admitted in the 
year 1856. 

33. From the facts now stated we think it may be con- 
cluded that there is at present no reason to apprehend an 
immediate return of Fever in an epidemic form in Ireland ; 
and this circumstance forms an important addition to the 
existing testimonies of the continued advance of the country 
in prosperity.

I. — Dispens.ary Arrangements. 

No. 1 ^Hour for Presenting Visiting Tickets at the Be- 

siDENCE of the Dispensary JIedicae Officer. 

Poor Law Commlssioa Office, Dublin, 

23rd February, 1S57. 

Commissioners for administering the Laws for Reliefof the Peer 
in Ireland desire to call the attention of the Dispen.sarj- Committee to the 
following passage in the Commissioners’ Circular of the 22nd December. 
1853, addressed to Dispensary Committees’*: — 

“The Committee will hare to fix the time which they may recommend to 
applicants for the presentation of \ isiting Tichets to the Medical OSicer, m 
order to insure his attendance on tlie saniO day. The Committee wiu 
observe that an alter.ation of some impurtance has been made in the iorni 
of Visiting Ticket. Tlie Instructions at foot of the Medical Relief Ticket 
Check Books, in tlie General Order of lutli iiisl.aiit, state as lollows;— 

“ ‘ A Visitinv Ticket, for tlie attendance of the Medical Othcer at the 
patient’s home“fForm E 2), may be presented to tlie Medicid Office^ either 
at the Dispensary, within the hours of ins attendance there, or at his Resi- 
dence. If presented at his Residence, it sliould piesentcd tefore 
o’clock in tlie morning, in order to insure his attendance on the same dai , 

to he here named is to be fixed hy the Comunttee according to 
the circumstances of each District ; and the Cunnv.ittee snould take caret^t 
the lionr named shonU not be so early as to prec.ude .a liAet irom being 
obt.aiiied fur anv sick person and presented to tlie Medical Officer, from any 
part of the District, before that hour." 

And in reference to this suiiject the C’oinmiasimiers h.ave to inform the 
Committee that they have learned, that in some Ihspensaiy_ Distnets the 
Committees have fixed 9 o’clock, a.m., as the hour betore whieh a Visitmg 
Ticket should be presented at the Medical Officer s Residence, to insure 
bis attendance on the patient the same day. . , , 

The Commi.ssioners desire to point out to the_ Committee that the 
fixlnir of such an early hour, as that abov^med, for the presentation ot 
Visitmg Tickets will, in most of the rural Dispens.arv- Dirtnrts m Ireland, 
render ^it impracticable for the relatives, or fneuds, ot the 
residiiiir in Electoral Dhisions at a distanee_tix)in_ the rt-sidenee o* 
Medical Officer, to obtain and present a \ isitmg Ticket at siteli an earij 
W and the Commissioners, therefore, request that the Committ^of 
M^agement will be good enough to take the subject mto cousidmtion. 
^tli f view to their fixing the time fw the presentotion of Visiting 
Siet at the residence of'the Medical Officer, at such an hour as will

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afford sufficient time, to poor persons living in the most remote Electoral 
Divisions of the District, to obtain a Ticket and present it to the Medical 
Officer, so as to insure his attendance on the same day. 

The Commissioners also have to inform the Comhiittee, that -when a 
Visiting Ticket is presented to the Medical Officer at the Dispensan- 
during the hours fixed for his attendance thereat, it is his duty to viat 
the patient the same day. 

Whenever a Ticket ‘marked “ Urgent” is presented to the Medical 
Officer, or ivhen he is otherwise made aware that the ease is of an uraent 
nature, it is his duty to attend to the patient on whose hehalf ft is 
presented, as soon after its receipt as practicable; and the Medical 
Officer will be held responsible for the due and punctual performance of 
tMs duty, and for any neglect or unnecessaiy delay which may occur on 
his part. 

The Commissioners desire further to inform the Committee, that they 
have learned that Medical Officers of Dispensaiy Districts, in one or two 
instances, have acted under the impression that they were not bound to 
visit a patient a second time, on whose hehalf a' Visiting Ticket was 
presented, unless called upon to do so by the friends of the patient ; and 
m order to remove this eiToneous opinion of the duties of a M^ical 
Officer, the Commissioners desire to state that a Medical Officer of a 
Dispensary- District is bound to visit so often as the nature of the case 
may require, and to continue his visits and “ duly attend” upon such 
patient to the termination of the case.

3. In ease the full number of Guariliuns be not returned iu the Animal 
Election, so that any vacancies appear on the Eetnrning Officer’s Iletnm of 
the Election of Giiardians for the t'nion, the Commissioners, in due course 
after tlie receipt of that Return, will issue an order providing for a supule- 
merital Election to fill such vacancies in tlie Board of Guardians; ami as the 
Guardians so to be elected will be entitled to act on the Dispensarv Com- 
mittees of the respective Districts, according to the provisions of file Act 
above referred to, the Board of Guardians should elect only such number of 
qualified Rate-payers as would be necessary if the number of Guardians 
eligible for the Union were now complete ; so that the Guardians to 1 e 
elected to supply vacancies may become Members of the respective Dis- 
pensary Committees upon which they may he qualiiied and entitled to act. 

4. The Commissioners at the same time desire to call the attention of the 
Board of Guardians to the annexed extract from the circular of the SOth of 
Marel), 1652, relating to the appointment of Wardens, who, as well as 
Members of the Dispensary Committees and Relieving Officers, are autim- 
rized by section 9 of the Dispensaries Act, to issue Tickets ftir Medical 
Relief under that Act. It will be observed that it is provided, tlnat the 
appointment of Wardens should be made within one moutli after the 
Annual Election of Guardians. 

5. It is desirable that the parties authorized to issue Tickets for Medical 
Relief in a Dispensary District, should be selected for each District, as far 
as practicable, from different loc.alities in tlie several parts of the District, 
so tliat sufficient facility for obtaining such relief, with due convenience 
to the sick poor resident iu all parts of the District, may he afforded, by 
means of persons distributed over the whole District according to its require- 
ments, having regard to the amount of population in its various parts and 
other local circumstances. And the Commissioners suggest to the Guardians 
the propriety of keeping tins consideration in view in the selection of Rate- 
irayers for the Dispensary Committees, and of AVardens. It will, therefore, 
he desirable for the Board, in making such selection, to liave before them a 
list of the Guardians and Relieving Officers entitled to issue Tickets for 
Medical Belief, showing their respective places of residence: and to make 
their selection of Rate-payers and AVardens accordingly, from persons 
resident in localities least provided with facility for obtaining such tickets 
from other resident persons autliorized to give t hem. 

6. The Commissioners also recommend the Guardians to select for JSIcnthcrs 
of the Dispensary Committees such qualified Rate-payers as will is liliely to he 
able and willing to assist in the due administration of the Dispensaries Act, ly 
attending the JMcctinys of the Committee of Management of their district at the 
presaged times, so as to insure, as far as practicable, regular Meetings of a 
sufficient number of the Committee for the due management of the Dis- 
pensary, and the transaction of the business arising under the Act, in 
accordance with the General Rules issued in pursuance thereof. It is the 
more _ important that this consideration should be kept in view in the 
selection of Rate-payers to complete the Dispensary Committees,at the present 
time, inasmuch as those Committees are required, hv section 19 of the Act, 
to give their aid, in their respective Districts, in carrying into effect 
the sanitary directions and regulations issued under the Nuisances Re- 
moval and Diseases Prevention Acts, an object wliich demands the vigilant 
and continued atteution of all the local authorities, witli a view to the 
adoption and enforcement of sanitary measures, in the abatement of 
nuisances and the removal of causes injurious to health. 

7 . Your attention, as Clerk of the Union, is requested to your duties 
under Articles 1, 2, 3, 4, and 27 (annexed hereto), of the General Dis- 
pensary Regulations of 16th December, 1853, in pursuance of which you 
will, ^ soon as the new Committees are completed by the Board of 
Guardians, make a return to the Commissioners of the names and addresses 
of all the Members of each Committee, in the form (No. 1) prescribed for 
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the purpose ; and you -will take care to forward such return to this office 
in due Ciiurse, as soon as tlie new Committees are constituted. 

8 . You will likewise forward the prescribed notice (t'orm No. 3) to each 
Member of the respective Committees so constituted, and the list of their 
names and. addresses {in Form No. 5), to the Medical Officers of the re- 
spective l^istricts, in accordance with the regulations. Herewith is enclosed 
a form of letter wliicli you can use in transmitting to eacli JMedical Officer 
the list for his District. Where there is more than one Medical Oilicer for 
any Disti'ict, a copy of the entire list for the District is to be transmitted 
to each Medical Officer thereof. 

9. You will also take cure that each of the persons authorized to issue 
Tickets for Medical Relief shall be supplied with “Medical Relief Ticket 
Check Books,” in the forms (E 1 and 2 ) prescribed by the General Regu- 
lations of loth December, I8a3, for the imrpose. 

10 . Ill case any of the Memb^Ts of the present Dispensary Committees, or 
Wardens, be not re-appointed on the expiration of their present term of 
office, and consequently cease thoreuxion to have authority to issue Tickets 
for Medical Relief, you ■will transmit to them tlio notice prescribed in such 
case (Form No. 8 .) 

11. You slionld immediately take the necessary steps for obtaining, if you 
have not already done so, the" requisite supply of the forms above referred 
to, (Nos. 1,3, 5, anil (3 ; and Forms of Ticket Books E 1 and E 2 ), which 
should be procured from the printer in the ordinary manner, withoutdelay, 
in pursuance of Article 27 of the Regulations.

2. With reuard to the Districts which it may be adnsable to assign to the 
Wardens, it will be observed that a Warden may be appointed lor a i 
or Townlaiul, or imv part thereof. The Commissioners apprehend that it 
Su not generally tic neeess.iry to appoint a separate WiirJeii tor each 
Townlaiul, or a sub-division tliereof; anti difficulty might arise ni bt;kcang 
so many persons willing to net, as would be requisite lor the appoiatiiient ot 
these tiirieei-s for such Districts, which would in many eases be ot vtrv sra.,11 
c-vtoiit A s the G uaidians are enabled to appoint a W arden for .a Parish, 
or any part of a Parish, the Commissioners suggest for their consideration 
whether it may not be advisable for them so to arrange the Wardens 
dK -iSi, as to .wpoint one at least for each ParUh, or portion ot a Pansn, 
indiKled in cadi electoral Division.

Article 1. — Immediately on the comj^letiou of a new Conimittee of Manage- 
ment for each Dispensary District after aaeh Annual Election of Guardians 
in the Union, the Clerk of the Union siiall make a Return in the Form No. 1, 
annexed to this Order, to us, tlie said Commissioners, of the names and 
addresses of the respective members of the Committee; and in like manner on 
any Eieetion by the Board of Guardians of a Eato-payer or Eate-payers to 
fill any vacancy or vacancies in any such Committee, the Clerk shall make 
a Eeturn to us, in the form No. 2, annexed to tins order. 

Article 2. — The Clerk of tho Union shall, on the appointment of a neui

w •‘icknoiviedge the receipt of voiir letter. Ro. 
fio.i-^i ot the 14th mslaiit, with sup 2 ilemeutal sheet ofAIiuutes of the 
bo-irtl oi Guardians ot Drogheda Union, of the l-2th instant, containing 
a copy ot a commumeatioii from Mr. M^Kcoiie, Relieving Officer, in which 
Im states tiiat i ever ot a very iiialigiiant type is on the increase in the 
Tillage oi Uogher, iii the I'ermunfeukin Disponsarv District : and I 
leave to report that, in coinpliancf. with your iustruetious, I ye.sterd.-iv 
proccwled to the lermonfeckiii Dispensmy District, and, accompanied 
tu'- j^^udical Ufheer, and i’olice Coiistahle Costelloe, inspected 
I iimking iiitiuirie.s from house to house as to the 

health of the luhahitants. I am liajipy to inlbrm you that I observed 
ut one ease of Fever in the village ; the ilisease being of mild type, and 
the patient, Eose B\nie, pi’ogre.'^.sing lavoiirahlv. 

This ivimian is the only case of Fever at present on the Dispensarv 
Boolp as being under treatment, and was seen for the first time by the 
Medical Officer on the 3rd instant. Up to the date of niv visit the 
number of cases of Fever, entered in the Medical Relief Register, stood as 
toilows, commencmg from 1st October, last*— . 



jVIonth of <.)ctoi.iej’, 5 eases, all reeovei*ed. 

„ November, 3 cases, all recovered. 

5 . December, 5 cases, 4, i*eeovered, 1 died. 

J anuary, 8 cases, all recovered.

Making in all 2G cases, of "which about three-fourths occurred in the 
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village of Clogtei-. In addition to tlie above, two fatal cases of Maculated 
Typhus Fever were seen by the Medical Officer in the village of Clogher 
within the above-mentioned period ; viz., a Policeman, named Mac Mahon, 
who was not a Dispensary patient, and .an old man named Murphj-, who 
was visited by the. Medical Officer, without a ticket, and who was dj-ing 
at the time of his visit. The iledical Officer informed me that he has 
reason to believe that there had been many other eases in various parts of 
his District, for whom his attendance h.ad not been sought, the friends of 
the patients being anxious to conceal the nature of the disease ; but he 
states that at present there is ver)' little fever in his district, and even that 
is of a mild and manageable form. 

In the com’se of my inspection I observed that the interiors of many 
of the houses have been recently limewashpd, and some attempts made 
to open and cleanse the drains in the village: but there still remain 
many nuisances prejudicitil to be.alth, in the form of cesspools and heaps 
of decaying animal and vegetable refuse, which require prompt attention. 
I also ascertained that pigs are kept in many of the cabins, and that on 
the part of the jteopic, generally, there is great neglect of cleanliness and 
ventilation, as .applied to their habitations. 

Thus it would appear that, out of twenty-six eases of Fever attended 
by the Medical Officer on visiting tickets since the 1st October last, one 
c.ase, in the village of Clogher, proved fatal; .and that two other ca«es, in 
the same locality, terminated in death during the above-mentioned period. 
There seems, however, to be no foundation for the Report made by the 
Relieving Officer, Mr. M’Keone, to the Bo:ird of Guardians, on the 12th 
instant ; and it is difficult to understand how he could have made the 
statements contained therein, if he had really visited, as he states he had. 
the village of Clogher, on the 1 1th instant.

Uo. 2. Letter from Dr. M‘Gow.A.jt, Medical Officer of Tander- 

agee Dispen.s.ory District, Banbridge Union. 

Tanderagec, June 5th, 1857. 

Gestlesies, . , , 

I Report that within the last two days I received three visiting 
tickets for patients, each of them being ill of Fever. 

One case occurred in the townland of Ballraock, about a mile from 
town; and on mv arrival there a lamentable sight presented itself: the 
mother, with her infant child, were ill in one bed; three children, also 
ill, occupied another : a fourth child had partiaUy recovered ; and a fifth 
one, not yet complaining; the father has now all the symptoms of a com- 
mencing attack of Fever. . 

I urged upon them the necessitv ot iimueiliate removal to Hospital, 
which, I regret to say, failed. I then .spoke of their getting separate 
beds, but that also could not be accomplished : and, if the father be now 
compelled to keep his bed, there will be about four patients in each bed, 
in a small room, without attendance, and, I might add (as to their part), 
without the means of procuring it. . 

The ventilation, however, is kept up as well as possible m such a house. 

The second case occurred in tmvn, but has been removed to Hospital 

The third is that of a servant girl who was living in town with a 
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family where fever has been, and from which she was dismissed on 
appeimance of her having fe>;er. She has gone to her parents in ab^ 
lane m the town with only the one apartment, in which there are tte 
beds. As there is a family ot small childi-en in ths house, and owin^m 
Its situation, with other circumstances, I have to fear the extension" of 
Fever in tins particular locality. ^

Gejtleiees, 

The case of Woods and his family, wlio are at present inPever at 
the small village of Abbeyshrule, has agam been brought before this 
Board of Guardians; and I think it right to supplv you ivith additional 
information on this subject. 

I visited the Woods family on Moudav last, 3rd instant, in company 
of two Guardians and Mr. Macann of Tenelich—the Guardians were 
Daniel Mulvey and Robert Shaw, E.sqrs. As I had fully e.vpected, instead 
of finding only one jicrson sick, as I had left on inv previous visit I found 
sLx individuals lying in Fever, not so ill but that thev could be removed. 
I at once recommended them to go to the Union Hospital, and was firmly 
supported by Jlr. Mac.anu and Mr. Sh.aw, wlill.st Mr. Mulvey took an 
opposite view. 

It is my firm opinion that the gr.antiiig of out-door relief in such cases, 
only serves as an inducement to remain out ; and I think it is not just 
towards the inhabitants of Abbej'shrule to encourage in the midst of their 
viUage a hot-bed of Fever, which certainly Woods’ cabin is at present; and 
I need only tell yon its size and condition to cause you to agree with 
me. This rude sketch will help to convey to 
your mind, better than words can express, 
the actual condition of things : — No. 1 is the 
door. No. 2 is the house, No. 3 is a kind of 
recess or alcove. The entire concern is some- 
where about 81 feet by 8. No window— no 
fire-place— no bed— no chair— no table; 
and m this hole, so dark that I have always 
to buy a candle to go into it. if I wish to 
see the countenances of my patients, live 
eight individuals— one convalescent — six in 
Fever — one still struggling between sickness 
andhealth. Had the father been sent to Hos- 
pital when he took ill, probably the rest of the family would have escaped, 
ffi® infection away from his home. Now I cannot help 
thinking that had the relief not been granted all those melancholy and 
dangerous consequences would not have ensued. In conclusion, I heg to 
state that in this vicinity Fever is on the increase.

Gestlemes, 

I bare the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, No. 20,71 7, 
of the 8th instant, enclosing papers relating to the existence of Fewer in 
the Abbey shrule Dispensary District, in Ballymahon Union ; and bt^ leare 
to report that, in compliance with your instructions, I have visited the 
Abbm-shrule District, and made inquiry as to the extent to whith Fever 
prevails therein. „ , t.. ■ 

On the dav of mv visit, the 1 2th instant, I was iniormcd by Dr. de Ilicci, 
the Medical OtEcer. that he h.ad not any Dispensary case of Fever under 
treatment : M’oods and Ids family, who were the cases last rt^stered, teing 
convalescent ; but he stated that he was in attendance on several private 
patients in the District and its neighbourhood, who were sutfering from 
Fever. On e.vamination of the iledical Belief Register I ascertain^ that 
in the" Quarter endcA the 3i!th March last, two cases of Fever were regis- 
teretl, viz., one on the 2( th February, and another on the 20lh Marti. 
Both of these eases were attended at their own homes and recover^. In 
the Quarter ended the 30th June last, three cases of Fever were registered, 
one of whom was removed to the Union Fever Hospital, and rtvovered: 
the two other cases were attendiKl at their own homes, and one of them 
died. Since the commcncenieiit of the iireseiit Quarter, seven cases have 
been registered, viz., one on the 3rd July, and six— Woods and_hjs 
children— on the 3r>l August instant ; though it apjiears that the Medmal 
Officer was in attendance on Woods and two or tlirce of his ehildien a few 
days previously. The date of the last ease of Fever registered is, however, 

3rd instant. As the condition ol W oods and his ianiily has l*^*n ope- 
ciallv refemvl to in the corresjiondciice (iieivwith returned) I visited their 
cabin in the village of Abbevshrule. accompanied by the Medical Officer, 
and am .able to state that his description of the wretched abode oa-upied 
by them is by no nteans e.xaggerated. I found Woods and thre* or fom 
of bis children sitting up, and apparently nearly well: andtwo otlw cml- 
dren, the most recent cases, lying on straw covitn.d up in a dark ctjrnerof 
the cabin hut r,irogres.siiig favourahlv. In front of their cahm is an ob- 
structed drain which has overtiowed and expanded into a cesspool, emitting 
most disagreeable effluvia. 

From the foregoing statement it appears tliat onlv twelre eases m r 
have been reristered in this District, during the period extending from the 
1st January last to the 12th instant : and that of thise. one case has ter- 
minated fatal! V. Under these cireumstanctis, and as tlm_ last six casa 
ocCTired in one family, and in one cabin, under conditions jm-uliarly 
favourable to the generation and propagation of Fever, it would appetm 
that at present there are not sufficient grounds for alarm: but i would 
suggest that the attention of the Board of Guardians should be directed 
to Ac existence of the nuisance above referred to, with a view to its imme-

I beg leavm to repiort that in accordance wiili vour instructions. I 
proceeded to the Newtownards Union, on the 16th iiist.ant, .and visited 
the Rangor Dispensary District, on the following day, to make inquiry 
reg^uing the appearance of Tjqihus Fever there, as brought uude-r vour 
notice m a communication of the Medical Attendant, Dr. Russeil, in 
which it was stated that seventeen eases had occurred between the 1st 
and llth day ofthe present month. 

1 ^ risited, in company with Dr. Russell, tin? several 

ocaiities where the disease had broken out in the town of ilBangor, and 
Raw several of the patients in different houses ; but the malady does not 
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appear to hare spread -witli inucli rapidity since the date ot Dr. Eus^ s 
letter, as only fiye cases bad been subsequently added to the brt of mose 
previously reported, amounting in all to ttrenty-^o, at the period of my 
visit. These cases bad occurred in fourteen families ; the greatest number 
attacked in one household being five ; and the three latest entries on the 

Eesism- of Relief u-ere made on the 16th iustaut. 

Of tile whole number above mentioned (twenty-two), it appeared that 
.seven had been removed to the Workhouse Fever Hospital ot the Union, 
sub.sequentlv to the d.ate fd' Dr. Russell’s communication : that five were 
convalesciug : that one had died at her own residence ; and that nmewere 
still under professional treatment at their respective hoines; and it was 
also stated, that one of the seven patients, who had agreed to be taken to 
the Hospital, had died there. 

The dise.ase is described by tho ]Medic.al Officer as being, unquestionably. 




reasonably be anticipated to termiuate in recovery. 

Ill addition to the Dispeii?ary cases, I could only ascertain the occur- 
rence of two or three instances of the disease in private practice; so th^ 
hitherto, at least, it has not spread to any alarming extent, although 
somewhat more prevaleut than usual, as not more than six patients 
appc.ar to have been treated at the Dispensaiy, from this cause, in the 
quarter of a year preceding the 1 st of November. 

The origin of the disease in the District is not attributed to impor- 
tation, but it has been traced to infection in various instances, and its 
more rapid profp*ess at the outset is supposed to have heeu o\ving to the 
assembly of girls fi-oni infected localities, at a sewing school which was 

then open. . i . t* 

Of the houses in which i'ever has appeared, twelve are in tlie town oi 
Bangor, and two only in the countiy, the latter being iu airj- and 
apparently healthy situations. ^ 

In the town the localities afiected are ilillrow, within a few yards ol 
the sea-beach, and Castle-street, in a reasonably open and airy situation ; 
but the majority of the cases have occurred in Ballymagce-str^t, which 
is wide, adjacent to the sea. and probably on the highest elevation in the 

town. 1 1,1 

The houses, on inspection, appeared to have been made tolerably 
clean ; but, as stated in Dr. Russell’s letter, in some the population was 
overcrowded, and the rooms necessarily ill-ventilated, as many as 
individuals being, in one instance, confined to two small apartments. Of 
course any separation of the patients, except by removal to Hospital, is 
out of the question. , m 

Nor does any legal remedv exist for this state of things.^ as the To^ 
Improvement Act has not been adopted here, nor any efficient means for 
the improvement of the drainage, which is not in a satisfactory state, and 
which has on previous occasions been brought under notice without an) 
material results. 

Amono-st the causes supposed to have exercised a deleterious influence 
on the health of the people in this vicinity, is the marked deterioration in 
their circumstances, owing to a great reduction in the demand and remu- 
neration tor particular kinds of labour, and a consequent dimin ution in 
the supply oi wholesome food. 

Threepence, fourpenee, and more rarely sixpence in the day, can now 
be made by the needle, in place of one shilling ; and the earnings of some 
of the weavers have Men off from twelve shillings net to three or four 
shillings in the week. . 

With reference to the treatment of the Fever under his care, Dr. 
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EusseU descnbes a moderately stimulating plan as being necessan- mu- 
^da nounshmg regimen liaving been employed in Several ca:4^ 
these baje been hitherto procured, either by the families of the patients 
or private ehmty, no out-door relief having been given or appM ibr 
Every facihty has, however, been afforded to such patients as deJL m 
be removed to fe Fever Hospital, which is about four miles distaSfrom 
Bangor ; and the Guardians have provided, for the use of the Union a 
suitable sprmg van lor the conveyance of such individuals as m’av 

iti- * 

With reference to the sanitary condition of the streets of the town 
cleausmg would appear m some localities to be desirable; but the 
poiris at which Fever is most prevalent are uot generallv the wor-t off 
f di-ew the attention of the Sledical Officer 

and the Members of the Committee, who met me on the occasion, to tliis 
subject, and they approved of his filling up the legal notices, under the 
Nmsanees Amendment Act,' before the next meeting of the Board of 
Guardians, as to the existence of any iiui.saiiees, -which he proposes to do 
lor th<^r information,, and ■vvitli a view to tlieir abatement. 

_ As ewtownards is the largest town in the union, and as there is much 
mtei'course between it and Bangor, their respective inhabitants being 
engaged, to some extent, m the same occupations, I deemed it advisable. 
^ the present occasion, to visit it also to ascertain and report to the 
Commissioners_ its existiiig sanitary condition. On examination of 
the Kehet -mgistiy, and from the statements of the Medical Attendant 
« appears that not only the town of ISTe-wtownards, but the whole of the 
Dispensary District is in a very satisfactory state ofhealth_no case of 
e o“®^“ftetious disease having oeemu-ed snbsenuentlv to 
the date of the last Quai-terly Ueturn, on the 30th of September ; 'vet 
^eat numbers of the people are reported to be throivn partially' or 
totally out of employment, by the extensive, failures and stagnation in 
the sewed muslin trade. 

So far, therefore, the Fever .appearing in Bangor mav be looked on as 
merely locah and of no very formidable appearance in a population of 

more than nme thousand individuals.

Diarrhoea prevails much at present, but I have not heard of anv eases 
similar to those reported in this country; nor had any of the parties, »o 
as I could ascertain, been out of town, except the boy. bTugcut, and 
his was the sixth case. All are now well, .and no new ease since V'ednesdav 
morning. 

I would beg further to remark, that the many opportunities I had of 
seeing Asiatic Cholera, when epidemic, en.able me to sav that had that 
disease been now prevalent in this countr)-, these cases would have been 
put down, without hesitation, as belonging to the Asiatic type.

No. 11 ^Extract from Report from Dr. Knox, MelicAl In- 

spector, on Portafeny Dispensary District, Downpatrick Union, 
dated 21st November, 1857. 

I have to report tb.it I inspected the Portafeny Dispensary, on the 
20th instant, and found the premises, medicines, and surpical applianctii in 
satisfactory order, and the books of the institution correctly entered up. 

The District is now quite healthy, and with reference to the reports of 
Dr. Filson, the medical attendant, dated the 1 0th ultimo, .and subsequentb’, 
regarding the appearance of Cholera in Portaferry, I con.sidered it desir- 
able to ascert.iin, as pr-ecisely as possible, all the circumstances connected 
therewith, and I therefore visited and personally ex.imined, in company 
with the medical attendant, the several loc.ilities whei’e any instance of 
the disease had occurred. From the description of the symptoms, as ob- 
served by Dr. Filson, there does not appear to be any reason to doubt 
that a malady presenting the characteristic phenomena of spasmodic Ciio- 
lera, prev,iiled to a limited e.Ktent in the district in the past month, and 
which was readily distinguishable from the bilious or English type of the 
disease, which also occurred about the same period, prominent .symptoms 
of the latter being the obvious presence of bile in the' evacuations, llushing 
of the countenance, heat of skin, and absence of the deep and character- 
istic prostration, observable in the malignant epidemic form.sof the malady, 
with uudiminishcii action of the kidneys. A distinction of some impor- 
tance, however, observed here, .and in some other places, l«;twe«t the 
cases of Cholera occurring in the present season, and on funner occasion..^, 
was founded on the manifest effect of remedies, when timely administtpd, 
in arresting the progress of the symptoms, and, in consequence, a dimip.u-. 
tion of the fatality of the disease, two only of about filtecn cases hating 
terminated mortally in Portaferry. The dise.ise, I found on inspection, 
h.id showed itself in five streets, .ill on one side of the town, in thirteen 
separate houses, some of them adjoining each other, and some at distant 
and unconnected i>oints. In all there were a considerable numbe_r_ of 
inmates, but a second case of the malady only oceun-ed in two families, 
and the origin of the disease could not be traced to any particnlar caiise,^ 
nor could fascertain, that any instance of it had been observed in any of 
the surrounding di.stricts. 

The person.s attacked were of various ages, ,ind .ill of the lovver classes, 
as hibourers and needle-workers; then- habitations varied in point of com- 
fort and cleanliness, but no peculiar nuis.incC‘3 were observable, nor any 
thino- to distinguish them from the dwellings of other indivjduals in the 
same rank of life, nor had any change at that time occurrevl in thnr siqi- 
plies of food, the depression in trade not having yet made it.self feit amongst 

^^^e only peculiarit v of circumstances affecting them, which could lx; as- 
certained with certaiiitv', consisted in the scarcity of water used for dunk- 
ing and cooking purposes, arisingfrom the long simimer droughts which bad 

also tended to render it thick and muddy. ■ 

To ■whatever cause, however, the disease may have been attnbiitable, it 
appears to have operated only locally, and for a limit^ period, the first 

c^e occurring on the 2 nd and the last on the 21st of October. 

On walking over the town it appeared tome, generally, to bo of ttie 
average decree of cleanliness, no nuisances of a serious or prominent cha- 
racter beini observable or calling for any particular remaric.
